Fresh  Fruits  and  Vegetables  During  the  Month  of  April  1946 


Shipments  of  perishable  commodities  continues  at  an  all  time  high  and  will  cor 
tinue  so  for  the  balance  -  of • thi s  month.    While  considerable  improvement  has  been 
made  in  the  car  supply  so  that  fruit  and  vegetable  loading  is  being  protected  on  a 
current  basis,  the  situation  in  Maine,  Florida,  Red  River  Valley,  California, 
Arizona  and  the  Midwest  continues  tight.    Fruit  and  vegetable  loading  from  January 
1  to  March  2nd  1946  was         higher  than  during  the  same  period  last  year. 

Our  estimates  indicate  that  there  will  be  approximately  86,328  carloads  of 
fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  to  be  shipped  during  the  month  of  April  1946,  a  decreas 
of  ,Yfo  compared  with  86,424  in  the  month  of -March.     This  indicates  that  March  sbcul^ 
be  one  of  the  heaviest  months  on^  record.  ■

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Shipments  of  fresh  fruits  and'  vegutablos  •from  ths  Southwestern  Region  during 
April  (excluding  Texas,  which  is  discussed  later)    have  been  estimated  to  reach 
2,738  carloads.     They  will  consist  principally  of  shipments  to  originate  in  Louis^ 
iana,  i.e.,  670  cars  of  strawberries,  900  cars  of  cabbage,  460  cars  of  sweet- 
potatoes,  307  cars  of  potatoes,  70  cars  of  mixed  vegetables,  and  60  cars  of  beans, 
snap  and  lima.    Arkansas  is  expected  tQ  originate  115  cars  of  strawberries,  55 
cars  of  spinach  and  5  cars  of  sweetpotatoes .     Mssouri  will  move  25  cars  each  of 
spinach  rnd  apples.     In  addition  35  cars  of  spinach  and  5  cars  of  mixed  vegetables 
will  originate  in  Oklahoma,  '  ' 

Carload  shipments  of  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  to  originate  in  Florida 
during  April  1946,  will  aggregate  20,464,  while  the  movements  from  Texas  will 
approximate  12,103  cars.     These  estimates  follow:

Shipments  of  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  to  originate  in  the  Rocky  Mountain 
Region  during  April  1946  will  be  very  light.     They  will  approximate  535  carloads. 
About  60  per  cent  of  the  movements  will  originate  in  Colorado  and  are  as  follows: 
192  cars  of  potatoes,  95  cars  of  onions  and  30  cars  of  mixed  vegetables.  The 
shipments-  from  Utf  h  are  estimated  to  be  15  cars  of  onions  and  5  errs  of  mixed 
vegetables.     About  195  cars  of  potatoes  will  originate  in  Wyoming. 

Carload  shipments  of  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  to  originate  in  the  North 
Centre  1  Region  during  April  1946,  are  estimated  to  be  6,998  cars.     These  mil  con- 
sist chiefly  of  potatoes  as  follows:     3,035  cars  from  Korth  Dakota,  3,103  cars 
from  Minnesota  and  842  cars  from  Nebraska.    Minnesota  will  also  originate  13  cars 
of  onions,  3  cars  of  turnips,  and  2  cars  of  mixed  vegetables. 
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During  the  month  of  April  1946,  the  estimr.ted  carload  shipments. of  fresh 
fruits  and  vegetables  to  originate  in  the  Southern  Region  will  total  6,041.  Ship- 
ments from  Florida  are  not  included  in  these  estimates.     They  have,  already  been-

The  estimated  carloads  to  originate  in  the  Great  Lakes  Region  in  April  1946 
will  aggregate  510.     Of  this  totcl  380 -cars  of  potatoes,-  55  cars  of  onions,  5  cars 
of  rpples  and  3  errs  of  mixed  vegetables  are  assigned  to  Michigan;  30  cars  of  appl 
5  cars  of  carrots,  and  3  cars  of  asparagus  to  Illinois;  11  cars  of  apples  to  Ohio; 
and  20  cars  of  onions  to  Wisconsin. 

The  totrl  volume  of  fresh  fruits  and  vegetrbles  to  oricr;i  nnte  in  the  Middle 
Atlantic  Region  during  April  1946,  will  approximate  705  crrloads.     Of  this  total 
it  is  estimpted  thft  585  errs  will  originate  in  New  York  Stc^te  and  mil  consist  of 
the  follomng:  260  cars  of  onions,  210  errs  of-  potatoes,  70  cars  of  carrots,  40 
cars  of  apples,   end  7  cars  of  mixed  vegetables.     Pennsylvenir  shipments  are 
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estimated  to  be  30  cars  of  apples  foad  4  ce.rs  of  potatoes.    New  Jersey  will  origin- 
ate 12  cars  of  swectpotatoe s  and  20  cars  of  apples.     Other  apple  shipments  will 
bo  45  errs  from  West  Virginia  and  7  cars  from  Delaware. 

Shipments  of  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  to  originate  in  the  New  England 
Region  will  approximate  6,208  carloads.     These  will  consist  of  6,191  cars  of 
potctoes  from  Maine  and  17  cars  of  apples  from  Massachusetts.
